(P)—~The Louisiana senate 
took Huey Long's 44 proposed laws, 
concurred in the almost unanimous 


action thus far, and passed them to 
third reading for final enactment to- 
morrow morning. 

Long stood around, grinning from 
ear to ear, as the senate wrote “‘o. k.’ 
on the measures, and anticipated the 
triumphant end of the session tomor- 
row. 

After viewing the unanimous ap- 
proval of his two-year debt morato- 
rium measure which carries a hint of 
debt cancellation and the overwhelm- 
ing passage of the remainder of his 
4 laws, the “Kingfish” today appeared 
s» satisfied with the progress made 
that he spent the forenoon in con- 
ferences and remained away from the 
palatial skyscraper capitol.

From Phases to Under- 
go Inquiry. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(?)— 
A broad investigation of the Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph Company, 
which has a virtual monopoly in the 
telephone field, was ordered today by 
the communications commission as 
part of the general inquiry te de- 
termine whether additional - federal 
communications regulation is needed. 

Rates were excluded from the study 
authorized today. The commission in- 
dicated, however, that the data on the 
financial structure of A. T. & T. and 
its contracts and relationships with 
other companies would be background 
for a further inquiry into the charges 
to the ordinary telephone subscriber. 

A resolution for a comprehensive in- 
vestigation of the giant telephone con- 
cern was introduced last session by 
Senator Dill, democrat, Washington. 
He did not press it after the legisla- 
tion authorizing the federal communi- 
cations commission passed. 

_ Duty of Commission. 

Administration leaders said the com- 
mission was set up to study the field 
of telephone, radio and telegraph and 
to report to congress with recommen- 
dations as to what should be done. An 
inquiry into telegraph companies, sim- 
ilar to that ordered for A. T. & 7 
and independent telephone units, al- 
ready is under way at the. commis- 
sion. 

The order today said, apparently as 
an after thought, that the independent 
telephone companies under commission 
supervision would be investigated aft- 
er the A. T. & T. inquiry had been 
completed. - 

Representative Rayburn, chairman 
of the house interstate commerce com- 
mission, said last session that A.. T. 
T. or its subsidiaries. does 95 per 
cent ‘of the telephone ‘business and 
that all the-independents are not sub- 
ject to federal jurisdiction since some 
do .an intrastate business, 

Public hearings on the telephone in- 
dustry, commission officials said, will 
not. begin. until after January 1. pe 7] 
Members of the commission staff will 
start work within a few days. 

Phases of Probe. 

Among specifi¢ subjects to be 
scrutinized are. the corporate history 
and financial structure of A. 
T. in existence approximately half a 
century; its connections and relation- 
ships with the Associated Bell com- 
panies and other subsidiaries; the li- 
cense and service contracts between 
A. T. & T. and associate concerns 
and relationships with Western Elec- 
tric Company, Ine., including con- 
tracts with Western Electric. 

During discussion of the communi- 
cations measure in congress, Rayburn 
said complaints of excessive deprecia- 
tion writeoffs and excessive charges 
had been made against both the tele- 
phone and telegraph: companies and 
that the average per capita revenue 
for the telephone companies was $8.41 
for each man, woman and child in the 
United States. 

The 1933 report of A. T. & T. said 
that 13,163,000 telephones were in use 
at the end of the year. Assets were re- 
ported at $4,907,000.000.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—@4)— 
The double duty that James A. Farley 
does as postmaster-general and demo- 
cratic party chairman was hit today 
by Senator Vandenberg, republican, 
Michigan, as one obstacle in the way 
of a “virtual coalition” government. 

Vandenberg suggested Farley quit 
one of his “absolutely incompatible” 
jobs, said he possibly was violating 
the law by appealing for half a million 
dollars to pay of the democratic deficit 
by. January 1, and warned his “demo 
cratic friends” who are federal office 
holders that they also would run afoul 
of the law if they contributed “one 
penny” to that fund while Farley had 
charge of it. 

Bar to Coalition. 

Proposing an adjournment of poli- 
cies and a “virtual coalition” govern- 
ment with a continuation of non-par- 
tisan consideration of all sound re 
covery measures, he added: 

“Since the president himself asks 


for this type of non-partisan consid- 
eration—and he’s entitled to have it— 
the non-partisan rule ought to work 
both ways. 

“But it can’t work both ways so 
long as the postmaster-general of the 
United States and the operator of the 
clearing house through which all jobs 
are filled is run by the chairman of 
the democratic national committee.

Socialism and com- 
munism stand for the expropriation of 
the means of production; that is to 
say, take the factories, mines, banks. 
railways away from their present 
proprietors and nationalize them. Has 
anything even remotely resembling 
that occurred in the United States un- 
der the Roosevelt administration? To 
the’ contrary, the president has sys- 
tematically sought to strengthen the 
economic status of the small proprie- 
tor. the forgotten littl man, whom 
he had in mind when he conducted 
his election campaign. To -this end 
he has been forced to curb somewhat 
the powers of the trusts with their 
tendency toward monopoly. Naturally 
the trusts don’t like this. 

And so their spokesmen are just 
launching the cry of socialism and 
communism. But that is an entirely 
false issue. It is a trick to seare 
the American people. Men like Mr. 
Hastings first try to obscure the is- 
sue at stalbe by posing as defenders 
of American liberty and subsequently 
impose their own reactionary regime. 
We are much too lenient with this 
sort of idle yapping. We let it pass, 
because we -believe in freedom of 
speech. But we ought to show author- 
ity and silence those false critics who 
cannot adduce a shred of evidence to 
their fantastic charges. Mr. Roose- 
velt is on the right track. He will

“The organization is greatly dis- 
satisfied with the failure of a num- 
ber of employers te comply with the 
order of the textile labor relations 
board that all strikers be re-employed 
without discrimination,’ Gorman said. 
“A number of them have refused to 
re-employ our members, they have 
evicted our workers from their homes 
and in some cases have deprived our 
members of relief through domination 
of local relief agencies, 

“A number of others are increas- 
ing the machine load, and we have 
notified all local unions to strike at 
once when the work load is stepped 


up.” 
Strikes Predicted. 
Gorman predicted a score or more 
local strikes probably would be au- 
thorized at Saturday’s session and 
said there was danger that 25,000 silk 
weavers might soon leave their work 
in protest against increased work 
loads. In the Paterson (N, J.) area, 
20,000 silk dyers have been on strike 
for three weeks. 
Mrs. Rogers, in a statement issued 
here tonight, denounced southern mill 
wages, charging that in most cases the 
minimum wage had become nearly the 
maximum, 
“It is unfair to the northern man- 
ufacturer, who attempts to live up to 
the spirit of the NRA,” she said, “to 
permit his competitor in the south to 
pay shockingly low wages to skilled 
workmen,”

Meanwhile, only the selection of an 
impartial chairman remains before the 
work assignment boards to study the 
stretch-out problem can begin their 
task.

Dr. Spitz said his examination re- 
vealed acid marks in the upper bones 
of the chest and in the neck, and that 
there was an absence of any flesh 
on the facial bones, . whereas the 
flesh was not missing from other 
parts of the body. 

Doctor’s Conclusions. 

The doctor, a bacteriologist and 
pathologist, said he had concluded 
the little girl had been dead for some 
time before her body was hidden in 
a shallow hole scooped in a remote 
corner of the grounds of the David- 
son County Tuberculosis hospital. 
These revelations were made as 
lans went forward for funeral serv- 
ices for the little girl at 2:30 o'clock 
tomorrow afternoon. Dr. Spitz has 
completed his examinations, though 
his formal report hs not been made. 

He said tonight the child may have 
been dead for “as long as several 
weeks” before she was buried, and 
advanced the opinion that after she 
was killed the body had first been 
“crammed into a cardboard box.” 
“On her left foot were decided 
marks such as could be made by the 
edge of a corrugated box against 
agg the foot had pressed,” he 
said.

He explained the marks would not 
have been permanently | on 
the foot unless they were made after 
the child was dead. 

Cause of Death. 

Death, he said, was caused by a 
blow from a hammer, club or some 
other heavy instrument on the right 
side of the head, the force of this 
causing the child to be thrown against 
a wall or knocked down so that both 
sides of her skull were fractured,

It is no good 
to merely cut down the amount of 
tobacea used, nor does it signify much 
to refrain from the regular indulgence 
for a week or two.

Her position was 
sustained by Federal Relief Adminis- 
trator Harry L. Hopkins. 

The first woman cabinet officer 
called a special press conference late 
today to correct what she felt was 
an inaccurate interpretation of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's speech yesterday to 
200 social workers invited here to aid 
in the preparation of the forthcoming 
social legislation. 

The chief executive emphasized that 
unemployment insurance was essen- 
tial and that he would recommend ac- 
tion thereon by the new congress. 
He said, however, that he was un- 
certain whether the time was ripe for 
federal legislation on old-age pensions 
and health insurance.

spider bit him, but it did and almost 
immediately the negro begau to have 
severe pains in. the abdomen. The 
signs pointed to appendicitis, Dr. Bo- 
land’s account states. No operation 
was performed pending further study 
of the case—and the doctors finally 
found out about the spider. . 

The’ negro was treated for the 
spider bite and in a short time was 
dismissed—a well man. The resident 
surgeon at the hospital where the ne- 
gro was taken later said he had 
thought this “negro should be opened 
up,” Dr. Boland said, but the resident 
physician added he was afrdid to do 
it because he thought the patient 
was too sick to stand an operation. 

Another case was that of a negro 
house painter whose illness was diag- 
nosed provisionally as appendicitis. 
However, the patient’s occupation was 
taken into consideration and tests 
showed acute lead poisoning, again 
resulting in exoneration of the sus- 
pected appendix. The negro was cured. 

Dr. Boland said the explanations 
thus far advanced for the action of 
the nervous system in referring pain 
to the abdomen from disease elsewhere 
in the body “are not illuminating to 
the average medical mind.” 

Dr. Boland told of a home-made 
cure for spider bite used by a doctor 
friend living in the country. 

“He says that a cupful of salts and 
a pint of whisky is the best treatment. 
I told him that if he would leave off 
the salts he would be overrun with 
patients bitten by the black widow 
spider.” 

Atlanta nose and throat specialists 
told the physicians and surgeons that 
a large percentage of patients were, 
in reality, subjects for the family 
physician solely and that many cases 
of nose and throat irritation, dis- 
charge and persistent coughing and 
sneezing were due to conditions ob- 
taining in the body and not specifical- 
ly in the head. 

Dr. Dunboy Roy, president of the 
American  Laryngological Society, 
guest speaker before the Texas Oph- 
thalmological and Larynological So- 
ciety, decried the present tendency to 
treat portions of the anatomy as en- 
tities and declared that every portion 
is dependent upon every other por- 
tion for successful performance of its 
function. He declared that there was 
entirely too much treating of symp- 
toms and not enough treating of 
causes. 

Dr. Murdock Equen, the second! 
speaker before the Texas group, in- 
ferentially hailed the repeal of prohi- 
bition as a move toward elimination 9f, 
many serious throat, oesophagal anid’ 
stomach troubles. He declared that 
throat cancer had become more preva- 
lent since the bootleggers of the na- : 
tion began placing lye and other irri- 
tants in their product to produce the 
effect of “bite” and thus simulate a 
high proof that the liquid did not have. 

Dr. Roy declared that he believed 
many patients today suffered from too 
much treatment that was causing trou- 


“A sneeze is not invariably a fore. 

warning of approaching ®cold, said 

tr. Roy, but often just a manifesta- 
tion of a local or systemic condition. 
‘He said that. many .cases of habitual 
sneezers; who think themselves vic- 
tims of hay fever or rose cold are 
merely neurotic or subject to the 
slightest change in temperature. 
Adequate outdoor physical exercise, 
he said, is often the proper treat- 
ment. And many cases have been 
found due to uric acid, This, he 
said, demonstrated the necessity for 
thorough examination of the kidneys. 

Dr. Roy also brought the subject 
of liquor into his address when he 
said that often the closing up of the 
nose followed too free imbibing the 
night before or inordinate eating and 
that the only treatment needed in 
such cases was reasonable temperance 
in both food and drink. 

Dr. Equen, speaking primarily on 
cancer of the larynx, warned against 
piping hot foods as in the same class 
wtih bootleg liquor. He showed that 
prevalence of throat cancer was much 
greater in Chinese men than in the 
women of the same race and attribut- 
ed this fact to the necessity for the 
women to wait until the men had 
been fed and that consequently they 
ate their rice cool.; Improper mastica- 
tion was also declared by Dr..Equen 
to be responsible for abrasions and 
subsequent serious infection. In the 
same class of offenders he placed hot 
tea, declaring that throat troubles 
were more prevalent in England as a 
result of this custom. 

Cancer, declared that Atlantan, may 
be early diagnosed and usually suc- 
cessfully treated since it is of slow 
growth, He urged immediate examina- 
tion and thorough diagnosis for all 
throat disorders and declared that a 
person who complains of difficulty in 
swallowing should undergo thorough 
and immediate study. 

On the subject of obstructions in the 
oesophagus, the windpipe and foreign 
bodies in these tubes and in the lungs, 
whose removal necessitates the bron- 
schoscope, Dr. Equen advised parents 
to always take seriously a _ child’s 
story of swallowing a foreign body, no 
matter how preposterous the story may 


sound, 

Both Dr. Roy and Dr. Equen touch 
ed on the mind in illness when they 
told the Texas scientists that diagnosis 
should not overlook the possibility of 
neurosis being the sole cause.

J apanese Delegation to 
Conference Await Tekyo 
Instructions. 


LONDON, Nov. 15.—Japan decided 
tonight again to request full equality 
with Great Britain and the United 
States in naval armaments despite 
Britain's decision to recognize only 


the principle of equality. 

The Japanese decision was. taken 
as Tokyo's delegates to tri-power naval 
conversations here, Ambassador Tsu- 
neo Matsudaira and Admiral Isoroku 
Yamamoto, awaited instructions sent 
from Japan which, it was learned, 
will ‘dictate rejection of the compro- 
misé proposais suggested by the Brit- 
ish. 


Those proposals involved recogni- 
tion of Japan's right to equality on 
the high seas, while refusing to let 
her biild enough ships to attain that 
equality. 

The British compromise proposals 
also provided for continuance of the 
existing 5-5-3 ratio stipulated in the 
Washington treaty to which Nippon 
strenuously objects. 

In rejecting the plan, the Japanese 
will request that the British go fur- 
ther toward meeting Japan's initial 
proposals for.a new treaty, made at 
the start of the conversations. Head- 
ing that list was the demand for full 
equality.

Rise in North Georgia 


Nearly $1,000,000 has 
during the past ten months by the 
federal government in the _ northern 
district of Georgia in postoffice sites, 
slum clearance work and forest lands, 
Lawrence S. Camp. district attorney, 
announced Thursday.

INSULL’S SON BLAMES 
BANKS FOR COLLAPSE 


CHICAGO, Nov. 15.—(7)—Samuel 
Insull’s son and “chief of staff,” last 
witness for the defense in their mail 
fraud trial, blamed bankers today 
for the crash of their two-billion dol- 
tar public utility system which wiped 
out also the family fortune. 

Young Insull, named for his father 
and trained to take over his business, 
declared bank loans bore the system 
down. 

“Your situation may be fundamen- 
tally sound—as I think this was—and 
yet you go broke,” he told the jury 
in Federal Judge James H. Wilker- 
sor.’s court. 

Defense Attorney Floyd E. Thomp- 
son asked Insull on direct examination 
why the Insull companies failed. 

“There were larze bank loans, with 
collateral,” he said. “A banker can 
only consider market price of the col- 
lateral. not intrinsic value. If you 
get permanently into trouble on mar- 
ket value with a collateral loan, your 
situation may be fundamentally sound, 
and yet you go broke.”

it may all be imagination, but it 
seems to me that there has been a 
decrease in cedar waxwings since 


about 1920. I remember several large 
flocks in the trees about my home 12 
years ago and before. Then they 
seemed to dwindle in numbers until 
now the sight of a single bird is cause 
for excitement. The last one | saw 
was perched atop a locust tree, peer- 
ing in a characteristic manner in all 
directions. I wondered at the time if 
he might not have been looking for 
the rest of his flock and the more 
remote the incident becomes, the more 
that impression grows upon me. 

The cedar waxwing is a decidedly 
neat bird. His appearance is trim, 
his colors bright without being gaudy. 
and his manner alert .but decidedly 
not obtrusire. The general appear- 
ance of the bird is brownish above 
and yellowish below. with darker 
wings. On these wings the second- 
aries carry a peculiar red tip. which 
has every appearance of crimson seal- 
ing wax. ence the name waxwing. 
There is a crest on the head like that 
of the cardinal or the kingfisher or 
the pileated woodpecker. The cedar 
waxwing has one characteristic pose 
that bas been most ridiculously over- 
emphasized in almost every painting 
‘OF the vied I have seen. this pose 


he holds the head quite high from 
the body. with the bill pointed up- 
ward at a slight angle. It is ludi- 
crous in the extreme to see a tree 
full of these birds in that particular 
position. I really am objecting to 
this consistent misinterpretation of 
the bird. Why doesn't some compe- 
tent artist give us a plate showing a 
flock, some feeding. some relaxed. and 
one or two in this star-gazing at- 
titude? 

Being birds of northern affiliations, 
they are devout seed eaters. They 
have an overpowering fondness for 
cedar berries and have without doubt 
been responsible for the planting of 
many a cedar tree. The Ss. you 
see, pass through the alimentary tract 
unharmed and fully capable of germi- 
nation. I am told that in migra- 
tio: through Atlanta they partake 
freely of dogwood berries and pyra- 
eantha. There are dozens of ars 
on my street and liberal plentings of 
dogwood and the fire thorn, but the 
waxwings of late have been passing 


by. 

If any of you have seen these trim 
birds in any numbers during the past 
five years, I would enjoy baving your 
report on them. I may have overlook- 
ed them even though I have looked 
steadily for them at appropriate times.
